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EXPLANATION  OF  TYPES 

(A  ccording  to  the  American  Dahlia  Society  classification.) 

INFORMAL  DECORATIVE  (I.  D.)_Doubl  e  flowers,  full  to 
the  center,  usually  with  long,  twisted  petals,  and  often 
irregular  in  arrangement. 

FORMAL  DECORATIVE  (F.  D.)— Double  flowers,  full  to 
the  center,  usually  with  broad,  flat  petals,  often  rounded  at 
the  tips,  and  regular  in  arrangement. 

CACTUS  (C.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center,  with 
long,  narrow,  pointed  petals,  incurved,  recurved  or  straight, 
but  rolled  more  than  half  their  length. 

SEMI-CACTUS  (S.  C.) — Double  flowers,  full  to  the  center, 
with  coarse,  twisted  petals,  usually  somewhat  incurved,  and 
rolled  ordinarily  less  than  half  their  length.

ELEGANCE  (Semi-Cactus)  (Ballay) 

Center  and  tips  of  petals  yellow,  body  of  flower  glistening 
coral.  This  variety  is  classified  as  semi-cactus  but  is  not 
far  removed  from  the  true  cactus  type.  It  is  a  full,  deep 
flower  with  ideal  habits.  Described  on  the  1933  American 
Home  Roll  of  Honor  as  “a  most  pleasing  variety  that  pro¬ 
duces  a  wealth  of  bloom  of  very  pleasing  and  artistic 
appearance.

established,  then  moved  to  cold  frames  for  hard¬ 
ening  off,  ready  for  shipping  and  field  planting. 

If  you  do  not  grow  your  dahlias  from  green  plants, 
we  suggest  that  you  give  them  a  trial,  for,  when 
properly  grown  from  healthy  stock  and  given  the 
care  that  any  plant  requires,  they  will  give  you 
better  blooms  and  will  make  a  nice  clump  of  roots 
for  future  plantings.  However,  they  must  be  culti¬ 
vated  and  watered,  and,  if  insects  bother,  sprayed 
with  an  insecticide. 

Dahlia  Green  Plants  are  ready  for  shipment  after 
April  1st,  and  will  bloom  at  about  the  same  time  as 
roots  that  have  been  planted  three  weeks  earlier. 
The  price  of  plants  is  one-half  or  less  than  the  price 
of  roots  of  the  same  variety.  We  recommend  their 
use  very  highly,  especially  for  our  local  conditions 
in  Southern  California.
